The closest prior art discloses an image sensing apparatus that has a memory for storing a 
database which is prepared by statistically processing information obtained from a plurality of 
past photographing operations. 

However, the closest prior art does not teach or fairly suggest where the memory which 
stores a database maintaining statistical information, prepared in advance, represents the 
frequency of a plurality of past photographing operations in which each photographing operation 
involves an operation of at least an object distance and object brightness frequency, object 
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distance, and object brightness, the frequency being a function of a number of occurrences of an 
object distance and object brightness over the plurality of past photographing operations; an 
acquisition device which acquires an object brightness value on the basis of image information 
sensed by an image sensing device; and a control device which refers to the database stored in 
said memory to select an object distance having the highest photographing frequency among 
object distances corresponding to the object brightness value acquired by said acquisition device.
